Tnx ponderous Tragedy of The Earl of Essex by Ursny Jones, 
was acted last night, for no other apparent reason than to shew the 
town, the two tragic heroines, Miss Lacy and Miss F. H. Ketry, 
together with Mr. Macreapy, exerting their wnited talents. The 
Play so far as it exhibits faithful sketches of chargeter in the principal 
personages, is well; but as one to engage by finely wrought-up interest, 
it is utterly defective,

Miss Lacy represented the “ Virgin Queen’’ with considerable judg- 
ment and effect. She succeeded on many occasions in marking the 
peculiar temperament of Elizabeth, but possesses rather faint pewere 
to convey the strong and rapid expressions of anger that were cha- 
racteristics of the ardent and proud lady, who was divided betweea 
the feelings of the woman, and the stern duties of the sovereign. 


Miss F. H. Keiry gave to the part of the fond Rutland, all the 
tenderness, and warmth of feeling, which she has before shewn herself 
so powerful in depicting. If, however, some of her tones were re- 
gulated so as to run in more even harmony, it would add greatly to 
the effect of her acting. ‘The scene between her aud Elizabeth where 
she discloses the interest she takes in Ksser, was of a superior de- 
scription, as wes the latter one, where she parts with her lord on 
his way to the block. 

Mr. Macreapy has but little opportunity for a striking display of 
his peculiar talent; but where he had, he was eminently successful 
in drawing down general applause. In the scene with Elizabeth where 
he indignantly casts at her fect his staff of office, and where he re- 
ceives the blow from her, he shewed the feelings of the proud and 
intemperate recent favorite, with admirable force and point. 

Mr. Ecerton as Burleigh ; Mr. Anvorr as Southampton; and 
Mr, Cuapman as Raleigh ; executed their parts very appropriately. 

Mrs. Favcrr represented Nottingham ; a character that might cal] 
forth considerable powers—but Mrs. F. acted it rather heavily. 

The new Pantomime of Harlequin and the Ogress was repeated for 
the fourth time, with, if possible, increased eclaf, dexterity, and 
splendour ; the performers having become evidently more expert in 
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their evolutions, manceuvres, and tricks, which at this season, are 
peculiarly calculated to delight the holiday-folks, who received 
with the greatest satisfaction and enthusiasm the compliments of the 
season, which Mr, Griaxpr very kindly and appropriately introduced 
upon changing his character of Grim Gribber, the Porter, into that 
of Clown. The numerous assemblage of young .Wasters and Misses 
who graced the boxes. (and whose spirits were elated by the cessation 
of their labours at School) were highly delighted with the wonderful 
variety, and beauty of scene, which this Pantomime displays ; but 
what seems most unequivocally to charm every one, both old and, 
young, richand poor, is the moving Panoramic Scene of the Rove' 
Excursion to Scotland, which, for its beauty and correctness of repre 

sentation, fully entitles the artist Mr. Grirvr, to the enthusiastic 
applause which it always cbtains.—'lhe Huuse was brilliantly attended,
